Our New Kind of Foreign Trade 


Purchases—in physical volume—of American products by 
foreign powers in 1938 were four-fifths as great as the record 
breaking sales of the boom year 1929—and in the depression 
year of 1938 amounted to a volume as large as during the re- 
covery year of 1937, 

sut—measured in dollars and cents our sales last year to 


foreigners did not look so good in comparison to those years. 
This, says the United States Weekly, is due to the fact that 
prices were much lower than during the boom year—and some- 
what lower than during the last reeovery year. 

But even with lower prices prevailing, this country — last 
year realized more than $5,000,000,000 from its foreign sales— 
and those sales are estimated to have provided about three mil- 
lion jobs for American workers in factories, on farms, on rail- 
roads and in the merchant marine. 


Quoting the United States News, we find: 

“The demand for American goods that comes from 
abroad is found from the official figures to have changed 
greatly in character. Important problems and future dif- 
fieulty may spring from that fact. 

“Thus: Foreigners in 1938 bought eight times the vol- 
ume of airplanes and airplane parts that they bought in 
1929. They bought more than six times the volume of serap 
iron and nearly three times as much metal-working ma- 
ehinery. Their purchases of semi-manufactured iron and 
steel were 20 per cent larger than in the 1929 boom year 





and their copper purchases nearly ar large. Fuel oil sales 
were larger. 

‘“Materials and machinery and produets that are im- 
portant in war preparation were in heaviest demand. 


“But then, on the other hand: Foreigners in 1938 
bought only a quarter as much lard as they bought in 1929. 
Their purchases of unmanufactured cotton were one-third 
smaller. They took barely one-third as large a quantity of 
American meat products and a third as large a volume of 
dairy products. Purehases of wheat were about as large 
as in 1929 but American taxpayers shouldered a subsidy of 


more than 20 cents a bushel to make these wheat sales pos- 
sible. 

Farm products which onee were in heavy demand for 
export—with sales vital to the prosperity of 
agriculture—no longer find the market that they found in 
pre-depression years. 

“The very war scare that increases the demand for 
American industrial produets tends to deerease the demand 
for American farm produets as importing nations seek to 
become self-sufficient in foodstuffs, 

“This faet helps to explain why there is a continuing 
and acute farm problem in the United States.’’ 

Another thing that may cause trouble is the sharp deeline 
in American purchases of foreign products. This country sold 


over $3,000,000,000 worth of goods abroad last year—and 
bought less than $2,000,000,000 worth. And the United States 
News ealls attention to the facet that in that situation-—whiech 


American 


once would have been called a favorable balanee—this coun- 
try’s foreign trade experts see trouble, as ‘‘goods in foreign 
trade must be paid for in goods or services or gold.’ It is point- 


ed out that the United States possesses more than sixty per cent 
of world’s monetary gold—while many nations such as Ger- 
many, Japan and Italy lack the gold with which to pay for raw 
material they must buy abroad. So they are pressed to trade 
with those nations willing to aecept German, Japanese or Ital- 
jan goods in return for what they have to sell. Thus the huge 
excess of American exports over imports into this country is a 
complicating factor in world trade—for the reason that the 
world is foreed to ship gold to help pay the bill for goods and 
the United States possesses most of the world’s gold, 


Concluding its article, The News says: 

‘‘Demands for war materials and export subsidies caus- 
ed American exports to stay at a high level during 1938 
as nations shipped gold to obtain goods. <A slackening of 
that demand or a shortage of gold could result in a quick 
contraction of sales of American goods abroad compar- 
able to the contraction of American purchases of foreign 
goods. 

‘*Reciprocal trade agreements are offered by the United 
States as one means of dealing with the lack of balance in 
foreign trade. Those agreements aimed at a reduction of 
tariffs and an elimination of other countries and _ restric- 
tions on the flow of world business. /They recognize the 
importance of the change in the position of the United 
States from that of a debtor nation before the World war 
to that of a large creditor nation today. 

‘*A balanced American foreign trade at this time would 
eall for a larger volume of imports of foreign goods than 
of exports of American goods in order that foreign debt- 
ors might pay the interest charges on their debts, as well 
as their other bills in goods instead of in gold, 

“There is more and more official appreciation of the 
fact that American gold supplies and American trade pol- 
icies may have a dominating influence on the future of 
world events.’’
